plow. He opened a shop for the manu- 
facture of tliuse plows iti the lower end 
of Ripley some filty-five years ago, and 
for a time famished most of the plows 
for the entire Ohio Valloy and 'ship 
ped many iiouth. It is said by lead- 
ing basiness men of Ripley that had Mr. 
Thonapson enlarged liia factory and tilled 
all demands fur his plow he miglU have 
counted his money to-day by the millions 
and have had a factory second to none in 
the world.
